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PROPER USE FOR PRISONERS’ 


ERMAN prisoners of war 
are being used in large 
numbers in reconstruction work 
in Northern France and Belgium. 
It would hardly be possible 
to imagine a more appropriate 
use for those prisoners. It would 
be justifiable, in any case, for 
the French and Belgians to use 
captured Germans for a_ while 
for any purpose necessary, to 
help make up the deficit in their 
own man-power caused by Ger- 
many- But there is a peculiar 
und appealing fitness in making 
the Germans work at restoring 
the cities and towns which they 
wantonly destroyed. 

To make this piece of poetic 
justice complete and perfect, it 
would be necessary to assemble 
and use in such work the very 
Germans who battered and burn- 
ed those public buildings, 
churches, houses, bridges, ete.
